th. A Day of adverſity is friendly to uſeful meditations 


and ſerious refleftions ; particularly to profitable thoughts; on

tion; on God's hand in all our afflictions. The end and 
deſign of God in ſending them on us, to take away our fin, 
to animate us in the purſuit of holineſs, and to excite us to 
renew our repentance before him. The abſolute dominion of 
Jehovah over all the works of his hand.: His right to us, and 
propriety in us and all that we poſſeſs---the worth of the ſoul: 
The preciouſneſs of the Goſpel Salvation, and importance of 
things eternal : That it will not profit a man though he 
ſhould gain the whole world and looſe his own ſoul, and that 
there is nothing a man can give in exchange for his ſoul: 
The reaſons ot the divine chaſliſement; why God is correct- 
ing us; either for any particular ſin, or ſins in general, or for 
trial: what our own {ſtate and character are, and the preſent 
frame of our hearts courſe and manner of life. We are alſo 
to contemplate with gratitude the favonrable circumſtances at- 
tending an affliction ; its mingled mercies and the exiſting 
arguments of thankfulneſs and praiſe which ill remain---and 
the happy iſſue and fruit of them in working out for us a far 
more excecding and eternal weight of glory, if we improve 
them aright. Theſe are ſome of the many topics of conſider- 
ation and ſerious meditation, which ſhould occupy our minds 
on ſuch an occaſion. It ſeems to be a ſlate favourable to di- 
vine meditation, as it calls off the mind trom the world; invites 
us to bid adieu to its buſy cares and ſurrounding obje&ts, and 

{o becomes friendly to ſolitude and retirement. It promotes a 
ſpirit of devotion: They who often reſtrained prayer before 
God, in a time of proſperity,, or performed it in a too formal 
manner often learn a more conſlant and acceptable performance
